The worst casualties suffered by 
American soldiers during the World 
war are Just beginning to show them­ 
selves. 
By contrast troops wounded 
on the battlefields are lucky compared 
with the greatly increased casualties 
of today, according to C. J. Harris, an 
official of the American Legion’s na­ 
tional headquarters at Indianapolis, 
In charge of ex-soldler claims against 
the government. 
• 
There Is an average of two ex- 
soldler suicides a day, Mr. Harris de­ 
clares, following a study of reports. 
These men, Mr. H arris finds, almost 
without exception, were In the battle 
lines in France. 
These soldiers, the 
legion 
official 
contends, 
were 
dis­ 
charged by army doctors as normal. 
Since Die war, however, these men, 
struggling for a living, have under­ 
gone mental anguish that their war 
racked nerves could not withstand. 


Two W ays Open. 
There are two ways In which the 
legion hopes to minister to these men­ 
tal cases and to prevent their Increase, 
Mr. Harris points out. 
The Langly 
| bill, now law, provides $17,000,000 
for the construction of new hospitals. 
The larger portion of this money la 
to be spent In creating facilities for 
treating the neuro-psychlatrlcs. mental 
patients. 
The legion Is also preparing 
to petition congress to liberalize the 
| present Sweet bill. 
This bill now 
makes It Impossible for an ex-soldler 
to obtain government treatment for 
war Injuries which show up more than 
two years after discharge from serv­ 
ice. The legion contends that It might 


J easily be five years after discharge 
1 before physical and mental effects of 
his service injuries would appear. 
Mr. Harris further charges that the 
United 
States Veterans’ bureuu, In 
charge of the treatment, and rehabili­ 
tation of the World’s war disabled, 
is in error concerning the gravity of 
the neuro-psychiatric sufferers. A re­ 
cent bureau report shows that the 
bureau’s total capacity for treatment 
of neuropsychiatric cases is 0,099 
heils. 
Gets Full 
Reports. 
Mr. Harris says he has reports 
from legion liaison representatives In 
each of the bureau’s 14 regional dis­ 
tricts to show that In four of the 14 
districts alone there are 24,500 mental 
uses on record. 
These four districts 
include West Virginia, District of Co­ 
lumbia, 
Virginia, 
Tennessee, 
North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Maryland, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
Nebraska, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, Missouri, Washington, Oregon 
and Idaho. 
Of the number 2,119 are 
being treated in government hospitals 
md 990 In contract institutions. 
The veterans’ bureau reports but 
4,028 service men in the entire United 
States undergoing treatment for men­ 
tal disorders in government institu­ 
tions. 
The legion Is asking the co-opera 
tion of the public In its effort properly 
to 
protect 
post-bellum 
shell 
shock 
eases, Mr. Harris says, and friends 
and relatives should be quick to re­ 
port an ex-soidter who shows signs of 
mental disorder, and to Induce him 
to submit to an examination and treat­ 
ment.

The truth is that words are a mag­ 
nificent weapon that cuts both ways.

Conveniently Distributed. 
When considering the distribution of 
camping grounds the feature which 
will probably be of most value to the 
average tourist is that relating to their 
frequency along the main lines of In­ 
terstate traffic. Those transcontinental 
highways that s*etn to have progressed 
furthest in this respect are the Yellow­ 
stone trail, the .National Parks high­ 
way and the I ’ike’s Peak, Ocean-to- 
Ocean highway. These three im portant 
routes are practically on a par one 
with another, because each of them 
now possesses almost an even IOO 
carap sites. 
Moreover, the average 
distance between these sites Is only 
about 25 or SO miles, thus Insuring 
satisfactory camping privileges at fre­ 
quent intervals practically all the way 
from the Mississippi river to the Pa­ 
cific 
coast. 
Ahhough 
not 
strictly 
speaking a transcontinental route, the 
C uster Battlefield highway is, never­ 
theless, worthy of mention in this con­ 
nection, Inasmuch as It possesses no 
less than 82 camp -ites, located at very 
short Intervals along a route that ex­ 
tends only from Omaha to Glacier Na­ 
tional park. 
Among the main north 
and south highways the leaders In this 
respect are the Pacific highway and 
the Jefferson highway, with 61 and Bd 
camp sites respe ctively; then comes 
the M eridian highway with 46. 
The 
National Park-to-l'ark highway, which, 
as its name Implies. is a circuit tour 
comprising practically all of the na­ 
tional parks, Is likewise liberally sup­ 
plied with camping grounds. 
West Is Best Provided. 
All these figures are illuminating, 
but without doubt the most striking 
result of the entire Investigation lies 
in the demonstration that more than 
90 per cent of the existing camp sites 
are located west of the Mississippi 
river. 
In other words, It Is evident 
at a glance that what has come to be 
regarded as a well established Institu­ 
tion in the W est Is almost an unknown 
quantity In the eastern states. 
To 
those m otorists who have fallen Into 
the habit of expecting to find camping 
accommodations 
almost 
everywhere 
throughout the western part of the 
eountry It will come as a distinct shock 
to 
learn 
that 
such 
populous 
and 
wealthy states as New York, Massa­ 
chusetts and New Jersey are practi­ 
cally 
devoid of organized camping 
grounds at the present time. 
An ex­ 
haustive 
Investigation discloses the 
surprising fact that in all New England 
there are but 35 municipal and private 
camp sites, of which in of them are in 
Connecticut. New Jersey is even worse 
off in this respect, with only one, while 
New York Is in much the same cate 
gory so far as municipal camping 
grounds are concerned, but fortunately 
for those who tour through the state 
reservations In the Adirondacks and 
the Catskills, the New York state con­ 
servation commission has recognized 
the necessity for providing camping 
facilities in these semi public preserves 
and 
has accordingly 
installed 
fire 
places to the total of 56 In the Adlron 
darks and 12 in the < atskllls. 
From the above it is obvious tha 
w esterners who tour through the Ess 
this coming summer must be prepare* 
In advance to expect a dearth of camp 
ing places, at least rile kind to whirr 
they have become accustomed In their 
travels throughout tile West.

cases they will be furred to find their 
own camping places intend of relying 
on those which have been prepared In 
advance for their rjeceptlon. 
To the

the lack of facilities of this kind is 
bound to have a reaction by tending to 
discourage m otoring'through the East 
by those who hnvej already become

is to establish many more 
camp sites Just as rapidly as possible, 
and there Is no doubt that automobile 
clubs and cham bers of commerce In 
the eastern states will sooner or later 
realize the necessity that now exists 
ami take steps to provide the needed 
camping facilities.

BUREAU BIG AID 
TD EX-SOLDIERS 


Government Is Finding 
Places 


for Disabled Men Who Have 


Been in School. 


ALL VOCATIONS REPRESENTED 


Mora Than 100,000 Are In Training 
Now, and Ultimately 318,000 Will 
Have Been Rehabilitated— Find 
Job to 
Fit 
Man. 


Washington, D. C.—A new kind of 
employment agency is being opened 
by the government Most offices of the 
sort start out In business with a list 
of alluring positions and invite Jobless 
men to upply for them. 
The govern 
ment Is beginning at the other end. It 
has a group of well trained men on its 
hands and Its employment agency will 
try to fit them Into the jobs which are 
no doubt available about the coun­ 
try, but which are Just now singularly 
elusive. 
The new agency is In the veterans’ 
bureau, and its efforts are to be put 
forth in behalf of the disabled war 
veterans who are being rehabilitated 
under the direction of the bureau. 
Although 
It 
is 
more 
than three 
years since the w ar ended, the peak 
of rehabilitation has not been reached, 
largely because so many of the vet­ 
erans have been taking three and four- 
year courses. 
To date 16,485 men have completed 
their training and are employed. More 
than 100,000 are In training now, and 
ultimately 318,000 will .have been re­ 
habilitated. 
Many 
of 
the 
disabled 
men have not begun training. 
They 
are not yet physically able, their cases 
are pending, or for some other reason 
training has been deferred. 
The new agency, which calls itself 
by 
the 
mouth-filling 
title 
of 
the 
Trainee-Employnient 
Section 
of the 
Rehabilitation 
division 
of 
the Vet­ 
erans' bureau, has just begun its task. 
It has men of practically every voca­ 
tion on Us hands, from dentists and 
farm ers to sienographers and shoe­ 
makers. 
rile employment section has begun 
to establish contracts with organiza­ 
tions that are In touch with all angles 
of the Job market. 
Where Men Are Needed. 
Employment experts of the Veterans 
bureau are making a study of the pro 
Cessions and trades to determ ine whlcl 
are crowded. 
A partial survey lndi 
• ates that training bas been provided 
in the past in some vocations which 
are badly overcrowded, while other 
lines in which trained personnel Is 
needed have been overlooked. 
In fu­ 
ture the bureau will consider supply 
and demand In starting Its dllsabled 
men on new work. 
A number of doctors are on the list 
of rehabilitated men, and these, at 
least, should have no difficulty In es 
tablishing 
connections, 
since 
small 
towns all over the country have beer 
calling for doctors. 
Considering the need for fanners, 
it is also encouraging to learn that 
15.000 veterans 
are 
studying 
some 
phase of agriculture. 
Some of them 
have already found positions which 
they will enter on graduation. A nam 
ber are going to teach agricultural still 
iects in 
high schools and colleges 
One man is going to South America to 
salesman of agricultural implements. 
The students of farming are bein*: 
urged to buy land and start in bust 
ness for themselves, and many are 
planning to do so. 
The men who have been studying 
trades are placed iii union shops for 
practical experience. 
When they are 
able to do a full day s work they arc 
considered rehabilitated and given po 
sltions. 
A man learning a trade or business 
is rehabilitated when he has a posi­ 
tion, and the government’s responsi­ 
bility toward him ends. 
It is more 
difficult to say when an artist is re 
habilitated. 
Is he a full-fledged artist 
when he paints his first promising pic­ 
ture or when he makes his first sale? 
All of the men whom the government 
has undertaken to have trained were 
unable to return to their old positions 
on a competitive basis with other 
men. 
Right Man for tho Jobs. 
The bureau Is trying to impress on 
the public the fact that It need not 
hesitate to employ the rehabilitated 
men. 
The government Is not sending 
out any one-legged park gardeners. A 
man who was so badly injured about 
the face that he is at a disadvantage 
in meeting people is not trained to be 
a traveling salesman. 
On the other 
hand, the loss of a leg does not af­ 
fect the work of a draftsm an and a 
disfigured face is not a handicap to a 
stock breeder. 
The employment section Is distinctly 
proud of the fact that so many of the 
bureau’s trainees have a greater earn- I 
ing capacity now than they had in I 
their pre-war occupations. 
A typical 
case Is that of a man who had betm 
a landscape gardener on a large es­ 
tate. 
He lost one arm. and is now 
an auditor in the government service 
at $1,200 more a year than be was 
earning before the war. 
The Veterans’ bureau says that It is 
starting its employment services wit!: 
men of fine caliber. 
A report has Jus* 
rome from the University of Florida 
stating that the average seholarshii 
in its law department Is 85.5 per ce 
for trainees of the Veterans’ 
while other students averaged 
cent.—Freder

SILO NECESSARY FOR DAIHY 


Increase of 7J/2 P®r Cent Made on Mis­ 
souri Farm by Feeding Cows 
on Silage. 


No man who is milking a herd of 
a dozen or more cows can ever hope 
to make maximum returns from his 
herd without a silo, according to E. 
M. Harmon, dairy extension specialist 
for the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
This statement was proved by 
the Missouri Cow Testing associations 
during the past year, as shown in the 
following results: 
Cows receiving silage produced an 
average of 5,798 pounds of milk, 266.8 
pounds of fat and a profit above feed 
cost of $108.60 per cow. 
Cows with­ 
out silage averaged 5,189 pounds of 
milk, 252.7 pounds of fat and a profit 
of $101.02 per cow. 
The difference 
was 609 pounds of milk, 13.9 pounds 
of fat and $7.58 cents per cow In one 
year. 
This means an increase of 7V& per 
cent in profit due to the silo.

Some Convincing Comparisons of Best 
and Poorest Herd Brought 
Out by Expert. 


Pr epar ed by the United St a te * D e p a r t m e n t 
of A g r i c u l t u r e . ) 
With figures from a Virginia cow- 
testing association as the basis for his 
calculations a representative of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ure has made some convincing com­ 
parisons of be best herd and the poor- 
st herd, that bring out with unusual 
emphasis Hie value of testing. 
There were 511 cows owned by mem­ 
bers of the association. The best herd 
consisted of 16 cows, with an average 
of 306 pounds of butter fat In a year. 
The poorest herd had 91 cows, aver­ 
aging 155 pounds of butter fat In a 
year. The first herd made an average 
income of $75 per cow over the cost 
of feed consumed; the latter made an 
average return over feed cost of only 
64 cents per cow.

It Is of coitus# necessary that 
the cow have shelter and not be ex­ 
posed to the cold wind*.

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EMIGRANT BALANCE IS 
750,000 FOR GERMANY 


Influx of I,COO,OOO People as Re­ 
sult of World War Compared 
With Loss of 250,000. 


Through tilt" rush of refugees from 
the East and the homecoming of a 
Lost of Germans from tile lost colonies 
?ind amputated sections of the former 
German empire, the population of the 
territory of the present German re­ 
public was Increased about 1,000,000 
during the World war and the two 
years Immediately following It, accord­ 
ing to a memorandum issued by the 
German m inister of the interior a 
month ago. 
As the emigration from 
Germany since the end of the war, 
according to recent estimates, has 
amounted to some 250,000, the net 
sn In In population totals about 750,- 
OOO. 
The number of Germans who had 
returned from former German colonies 
and foreign lands up to the beginning 
of 1921 Is put at 200,000, while those 
who left the provinces of Alsace and 
^Lorraine following their returii to 
France numbered 120,000. 
Consider­ 
able difficulty was experienced In es­ 
timating the number of those retune 
Ing from the lost Prussian provinces 
In the East, but the German consulate 
in Posen said that about 500,000 per­ 
sons had left the districts turned over 
to Poland, of whom half had gone to 
Germany In 1020. Only 1,080 Germans 
left the Eupen-Malmedy district fol­ 
lowing Its cession to Belgium, and but 
SGS abandoned the part of North Sles- 
vig that went to Denmark as the re­ 
sult of a plebiscite. 
In addition to these German citizens 
sn large number of Russians of German 
descent preferred the comparative se­ 
curity of life in the old Fatherland 
to the turbulent conditions obtaining 
In what was formerly the Russian em­ 
igre and headed for Germany. Among 
These were about 100,000 German-Rus- 
s'ians from southwest Russia and some 
2." KH) Balts from the new republics 
<of Lithonia, Latvia and Lithuania. Of 
the Balts about 5,000 have returned to 
their old homes, while most of the 
German-Russlans have found work on 
German farms. 
Among what the Kolnlsehe Zeitung’s 
summary of the memorandum calls 
the “real foreigners” who came Into 
Germany during the period under ex­ 
amination were, according to data fur­ 
nished by the labor bureau of the Jew­ 
ish organizations of Germany, about 
100,000 Eastern Jews, of whom some 
€0,000 are estimated to have remained 
in the country. 
The movements of
